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NEW THREATS 
AGAINST NICARAGDA 


Managua. The Reagan admini- 
stration Is escalating Its aggres- 
sion against lha Sandlnisla revo- 
lution. In the near fulura It In- 
tends to re-implement the CIA 
plan under which Nicaragua is 
to be invaded by units of the 
Honduran army and by Soraoz- 
ills counter-revolutionary group- 
ings. This has been declared 
bora by Julio Ramaz, head of 
the intelligence department of 
the Sandlnisla People's Army. 

Between February and April 
this year, continued J. tymoz, 

tha counter-revolutionary forces 

supported by Washington, laun- 
ched the Brat stage of a massive 
invasion of Nicaragua. Over this 
period, the northern areas of tho 
country wero invaded by seven 
of tha so-called "operative 
groupings' 1 who received orders 
from tho Am or leans to rapture 
part of the Nicaraguan IcrrUory 


and to Bel up there a “provisio- 
nal government" which would 
then ask for "help" from "frien- 
dly" countries. 

However, theso plans conceiv- 
ed by the enemies of the Sandl- 
nisla revolution have been foil- 
ed, Ramaz pointed ouL Since Ja- 
nuary In battles with reservist 
battalions and the "mllldano 11 
units, the Somozisla thugs have 
lost 1,200 men: almost 900 killed 
and nearly 300 wounded. Dozens 
or tha thugB have been taken 
prisoner. Having seen that the 
counter-revolutionary gangs are 
unable to suppress the Nicara- 
guan revolution, the CIA and 
the Pentagon have devised a 
now plan of attack against the 
republic. J. Ramos stressed. A 
major role In this plan is assig- 
ned to the Honduran military 
who are amassing troops near 
the Nicaraguan border.

REJECTS OAU APPEAL 


London. The Hlsseln Habre 
regime has rejected an appeal 
from the Organization of African 
Unity that an Immediate stop 
ba put to the hostilities and that 
nogotlAlIons should be begun 
with the Chairman of lha Tran- 
sitional Government of National 
Unity and wlih the leader of 
tbe National liberation Front of 
Chad (PROUNAT), Gmikounl 
Oueddel, with the purpose of 
restoring peace In that Central 
African country. The regime'* 
minister of Information, Metis- 
mat Soumatia, sold that the 
position of his government 
remains unchanged and that It 
refuses to hold talks. 

The pro-Western Habre 
regime owes Its temporary milit- 
ary success to military aid from 
Prance and Its other allies. 
Zaira has supplied Ihe N’Djame- 
na regime with an American 
transport plane and has sent 
crack commando units to Chad. 
Tha offensive by the Habre 


troops was reinforced with ten 
Fronch-msde armoured vehicles. 

Libya completely supports the 
OAU suggestions aimed at an 
tmmcdfalQ ceasefire In Chad and 
at the achievement of national 
reconciliation, said JANA, lha 
Libyan Information agency. The 
Chad problem should be resol- 
ved within the OAU framework 
without interference of the Im- 
perialist powers. 

The Agency describes as "un- 
founded and faulse” the claim 
being spread by lire present 
N'Djamena government to the 
effect that Libyan servicemen 
are taking part in the Chad 
hostilities on the side of the 
Transitional Government of Na- 
tional Unity, The N’Djamena 
regime hopes to make use of 
the claim to create propitious 
conditions for Increased aid 
from the West to the Hlsseln 
Habre regime, and for further 
Internationalization of the con- 
flict.

EXOCET ROCKETS 
FOR PRETORIA 


Paris. Amidst Btrlcl secrecy, 
the military industries of the ra- 
cist South African Republic are 
starting to manufacture missiles 
which me exact copies of the 
French Exocet rockets. 

In recent years, the command 
of the so-called “defence forces” 
of the apartheid regime has laun- 
ched wide-ranging measures to 
knock together a powerful navy. 
Strategists from Pretoria are 
concentrating on the swift repla- 
cement of the Israeli-made Scor- 
pion missiles, with which the 
South African Navy Is now 
armed, by even more sophistica- 
ted systems, the "Arrique-Asle” 
magazine points out. It haB been 
decided that the South African 
Navy be equipped with Exocet 
rockets. The decision was taken 
in 1977 on the personal Initiati- 
ve of Ihe present head of the 
Pretoria Government P. W. Bo- 


tha, who was then Defence Mi- 
nister, and two other top mili- 
tary figures, Generals M. Malan 
and P. Marais. On Instructions 
from the latter men, the South 
African secret sendees, acting 
through third countries and brib- 
ing officials at the French Go- 
vernment Aerospatiale organiza- 
tion obtained the technical do- 
cumentation for the production 
of Exocet-3B missiles of the shlp- 
to-ship class and of Exocet-39 
missiles or the alr-to-ahlp class, 
At present, the new missiles 
are being tested at the Young- 
sfields base, near Capetown. At 
the same time, tests are In pro- 
gress on their guidance system, 
which has been manufactured by 
the South African corporation 
for the development and manu- 
facture of arrtaments with the 
direct participation of the Uni- 
ted States and Israel.

The unusual behaviour of 
ica gulls was studied by students 
at the Riga Institute foi Civil 
Aviation Engineers when testing 
a bioacoustic devtce fot scaring 
birds in the airport area. A 
tape-recording of a bird's shrill 
cry. signalling danger, did noi 
worry ihe gulls It appears that 
while in flight they react to 
higher frequency sounds. Hun 
when on the ground. This factor 
was taken into account In 
designing equipment which has 
been successfully tested at an 
airfield near Tallinn. 

Over recent decades, buds 
have become the scourge nf nlr- 
men the world over. They 
damage machinery, while often

SELECTIONISTS COOPERATE 

Researchers from the Saratov 
Region In the USSR and the 
Western Slovakia region in 
Czechoslovakia have conducted 
a joint exploration Into the 
growth ol maize on Irrigated 
land. 

Tho Saratov agricultural re- 
search Institute for the south- 
east has put Lheli efforts Into 
producing high yield varieties 
and hybrids suitable for culti- 
vation on Irrigated land. 

Tho success of the Saratov 
researchers attracted the atten- 
tion oi the maize research Insti- 
tute In Trnava In Ihe Western 
Slovakia region, who suggested 
Lhat the Lwo instil utos start 
working together. 

The Soviet and Slovak re- 
searchers decided lo carry out 
a joint experiment for selecting 
the best hybrid under tire clim- 
atic conditions of each region. 
They have developed and co- 
ordinated advanced processus 
for maize cultivation based on 
the latest agrotechnlcal and bio- 
chemical achievements. 


ATLANTIS WAS NOT 
IN THE ATLANTIC 

This Is the bollel of Soviet 
aquanauts who have relumed 
from an oceanological expedi- 
tion In the North Atlantic. Ex- 
perts believe that llieli explora- 
tion of Ihe area has helped 
form a true pic lure oi the struc- 
ture ol the Earth's crust. As tor 
Atlantis, Lhe discovery ot this 
legendary continent will ob- 
viously have lo be pul off, until 
another time. 

The most tntoresttng data was 
collected with the help o! deep- 
water apparata oi the "Palais" 
type controlled by a Ibree-man 
crew, says Andrei Monin, Di- 
rector of the Oceanology Insti- 
tute and Corresponding Mem- 
ber of the USSR Academy ot 
Sciences. These apparata are 
particularly efficient In rift zo- 
nes where the Earth's old crust 
has broken up In places giving 
way lo new formations. Two 
"Palsls" submerged a total 33 
times, spending more than 260 
hours underwater.

One ot lhe tasks ol the 
USSR Pood Programme la to gel 
more from the land than Us 
present yield. Howovei, the 
Programme does slate lhat this 
should ool he done without con- 
sidering the cost. Besides ful- 
filling numerous soda] and 
economic programmes, tire more 
Important tasks of searching ><u 
scientifically sound methods ol 
raising agricultural productivity 
have been set before agricul- 
tural science. 

This science bas tremendous 
potential. The system of the 
USSR Ministry of Agriculture 
alone has GOO sclontilic and re- 
search establishments, Including 
250 Institutes and more than 
140 teat centres. Also a great 
deaf ot research Is being carried 
out by the regional or tndustry- 
or tented organizations ol the 
USSR Academy ol Sciences and 
by Ihe each republic's own 
Academy of Sciences. Whal does 
this team «! scientists dol Wlial 
tasks are they now tackling! 

Pei haps, the most sped neuter 
achievements have bcon mode 
In plant selection. This country 
has built up the world's richest 
genetic pool ol crops and their 
wild varieties. The country's 50 
selection centres have lens ol 
Ihnusandb ol samples, types add 
tonus at wheal, rye. bailey, 
maize and cotton. Another 
spectacular success ot the So- 
viet selectionists, who have 
studied and used (be genetic 
pool. U the breeding ol sbnil- 
awned erect winter wheat, op- 
rlglil peas, and high- yield 
hybrids ot sunflower and maize. 
Tills Is the basis of what we call 
oui dally broad. 

The following facts Illustrate 
the extent ol ihe selection work 
between IB76 and 1000 alone. 
More than 700 new hybrids 
were produced lo suit tbo con- 
ditions ol certain localities. 
Highly productive hybrids were 
also produced. 

Take, lor instance, the world’s 
cereal No. 1 — wheat. It Is 
grown on 23B million hectares, 
throughout Lhe world. The aver- 
age, yield is 1.77 tonnes per 
hectare. In the USSR, a hectare 
of winter wheat yields ao 
average of 3.5 tonnes, and lhe 
spring types — more than \X As 
(or Ihe potential of the winter 
wheat, during the last live-year 
period selectionists managed to 
rein the yields lo between eight 
and ten tonnes per hectare.
